One  of  the  happiest  experiences  that  I  hare  had,  has  been  to  meet 
young  people,  and  hear  the  young  man  or  young  woman  say,  as  he  or  she 
introduced  his  or  her  companion,  "I  want  you  to  meet  my  friend  who  is 
an  investigator." 

In  1923  in  the  British  Mission  there  was  a  general  instruction  sent  out 
to  the  members  of  the  Church  .  .  .  "Throw  the  responsibility  upon  every 
member  of  the  Church  that  in  the  coming  year  of  1923  every  member  will 
be  a  missionary.  Every  member  a  missionary]  You  may  bring  your 
mother  into  the  Church,  or  it  may  be  your  father;  perhaps  your  fellow 
companion  in  the  workshop.  Somebody  will  hear  the  good  message  of 
the  truth  through  you." 

And  that  is  the  message  today.  EVERY  MEMBER  —  a  million  and  a 
half  —  A  MISSIONARY]  I  think  that  is  what  the  Lord  had  in  mind  when 
he  gave  the  great  revelation  on  Church  government,  as  recorded  in  the  107th 
section  of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  .  .  . 

"Wherefore,  now  let  every  man  learn  his  duty,  and  to  act  in  the 
office  in  which  he  is  appointed,  in  all  diligence. 

"He  that  is  slothful  shall  not  be  counted  worthy  to  stand,  and  he 
that  learns  not  his  duty  and  shows  himself  not  approved  shall  not  be 
counted  worthy  to  stand.  Even  so.  Amen."  (D  &  C  107:    99-100)*

The  means  of  contacting  up  to  date  are  many.  The  first  I  name  is  the 
distribution  of  literature,  tracting  from  door  to  door  .  .  .  The  second 
means  of  coming  into  contact  with  them  is  outdoor  meetings;  a  third  person- 
to-person  contact;  fourth,  by  every  member's  taking  advantage  of  every 
opportunity. 

Let  me  illustrate :  Last  year  up  at  Jenny's  Lake,  a  young  Mormon 
girl  was  waiting  on  tables  just  as  an  ordinary  waitress.  To  the  tourists 
whom  she  served,  she  was  known  as  a  Mormon.  She  made  herself  known 
as  such  to  a  couple  from  California.  They  became  interested  in  her  and, 
through  her,  in  the  gospel.  She  was  married  recently,  and  that  couple 
came  all  the  way  from  California  to  attend  her  wedding  reception.  The 
reception  was  in  the  Sill  Family  Centre  at  the  University  of  Utah.  They 
sat  through  the  reception,  and  I  heard  about  their  comments  regarding 
that  affair — "We  have  never  seen  anything  like  this  in  the  world;  no 
drinking,  no  smoking.  We  have  never  seen  anything  to  compare  with  it." 
Later  they  attended  the  organ  recital  on  Temple  Square  and  also  heard  the 
gospel  message.  Now  they  are  investigating.

We  in  this  Church  have  a  solemn  obligation  to  carry  the  message  of 
salvation  to  our  Father's  other  children  in  the  world  .  .  . 

When  we  come  into  the  Church,  we  covenant  in  the  waters  of  baptism 
that  we  will  do  missionary  work.  We  enter  into  a  solemn  contract  with 
Deity  that  we  will  bear  testimony  of  the  restoration  of  the  gospel  on  every 
appropriate  occasion.  We  agree  "to  stand  as  a  witness  of  God  at  all  times 
and  in  all  things,  and  in  all  places"  that  we  "may  be  in,  even  until  death," 
(Mosiah  18:  9)  .  .  .  Thus  we  have  an  affirmative,  position,  definite  obliga- 
tion resting  upon  us  to  do  missionary  work. 

We  are  indebted,  each  of  us  individually,  to  the  missionaries  who 
brought  the  gospel  to  us  or  to  our  ancestors;  many  of  us  owe  these  mis- 
sionaries more  than  we  owe  anyone  else.

TESTIMONY  meetings  are  a  spir- 
tual  highlight  in  the  Church. 
To  missionaries  they  hold  a  special 
significance  because  once  or  twice 
in  the  course  of  a  mission  a  "spe- 
cial" person  stands  and  bears  a 
"special"    estimony. 

One  of  the  greatest  joys  that 
mortality  offers  is  the  joy  that  one 
experiences  when  another,  with 
tears  of  genuineness,  thanks  him 
for  bringing  the  light  of  gospel  liv- 
ing into  his  life  and  into  his  home. 
It  is  natural  that  this  feeling  should 
be  so  rewarding  because  the  Lord 
has  so  decreed.  In  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  He  said,  "Behold,  you 
have  my  gospel  before  you,  and 
my  rock,  and   my   salvation." 

And  He  also  said,  "If  .  .  .  you 
.  .  .  bring,  save  it  be  one  soul  unto 
me,  how  great  shall  be  your  joy 
with  him  in  the  kingdom  of  my 
Father!"  (D  &  C  18:    15  &  17) 

This  indescribable  happiness,  this 
"great  joy"  as  the  Lord  Himself 
said,  is  not  reserved  for  missiona- 
ries in  the  field,  but  rather,  it  is  in 
the  reach  of  every  member  of  the 


Church.  The  prophetic  words 
"Every  Member  a  Missionary" 
should  not  be  a  burden  on  anyone, 
rather  a  golden  opportunity  offered 
by  the  Lord  to  gain  eternal  rewards 
of  happiness.

We  know  from  revelation  that  the 
end  of  the  world  is  near,  "even  at 
the  door."  At  that  great  day  Christ's 
Church  and  people  will  be  prepared 
and  ready  to  receive  Him.  It  is 
very  important  that  all  nations  and 
people  hear  the  message  of  salva- 
tion so  that  the  honest  in  heart 
might  be  gathered  and  prepared. 

Everyone  of  us,  as  members  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-Day  Saints  has  been  honour- 
ed of  God  in  being  called  to  help 
in  this  great  latter-day  work. 
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To  help  this  program  reach  its 
apex  of  success  (as  the  Lord  ex- 
pects of  us)  a  new  program  has  been 
instituted  in  the  South  African  Mis- 
sion. New  "Share  the  Gospel" 
cards  have  been  printed  to  accom- 
pany a  revised  and  perfected  mis- 
sionary effort.  The  particulars  of 
the  program  will  be  explained  by 
the  Supervising  Elder  of  each  dis- 
trict one  Sunday  this  month  in  the 
branch  Sacrament  Meeting.  The  pro- 
gram provides  that  the  friends  whom 
members  think  would  be  interested 
in  the  gospel  are  contacted  within 
one  week,  and  the  completed  card 
returned  to  the  member  shortly 
thereafter. 

The  program  is  advanced  as  the 
Church  continually  advances.  It 
provides  for  several  "follow-ups"  to 
make  certain  the  referral  is  con- 
tacted, and  gives  the  member  the 
satisfaction  of  seeing  the  completed 
card  with  the  results  of  contact.  The 


church  is  gaining  momentum;  its 
programs  are  bursting  forth.  The 
church  waits  for  no  one;  it  peti- 
tions the  steadfast  and  stalwart 
members  to  push  the  work  along 
with   ever   increasing  vigour. 

The  blessing  of  the  Lord  is  upon 
the  Saints  in  this  great  mission 
field.  If  we  do  our  part,  He  opens 
the  way  —  that  we  might  be  like  the 
wise  ant  who  had  plenty  when  the 
leaves  fell  and  the  blizzards  came 
.  .  .  Not  like  the  carefree  grass- 
hopper who  sang  the  summer  hours 
away,  only  to  find  in  the  winter  of 
his  life,  that  he  had  nothing 
accumulated.

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SUGGESTIONS  FOR 

MEMBER  MISSIONARIES 

THE  call  to  be  a  missionary  is  a  noble  one — one  that  must  come  from  a 
prophet  of  the  living  God.  The  modern-day  prophet  has  spoken;  the 
call  has  been  issued.  Every  member  of  the  Church  has  been  challenged  to 
share  the  gospel  with  his  friends  and  neighbours,  in  other  words,  to  be  a 
missionary  to  them. 

In  accepting  the  call  of  the  prophet,  one  might  well  ask :  "What  does 
the  Lord  expect  me  to  do?"  The  Saviour  answered  this  question  in  part 
when  he  said  that  the  labourer  must  be  worthy  of  his  hire.  A  missionary  is 
worthy  of  his  hire  only  as  he  is  prepared  to  act  as  a  vehicle  of  the  Lord's 
Spirit.  This  preparation  should  be  both  a  spiritual  and  an  intellectual  one. 

Spiritual  preparation  for  missionary  work  comes  as  a  result  of  humble 
supplication  before  the  Lord.  As  the  missionary  places  himself  in  the 
Master's  hands  to  be  used  as  an  instrument  in  bringing  about  His  purposes, 
the  Lord  will  strengthen  and  enlarge  him  so  that  he  will  be  able  to  fulfil  his 
calling. 

True  conversion  is  the  conversion  of  the  Spirit.  The  missionary's  ob- 
jective is  to  bring  about  true  conversions.  No  convert  can  possibly  forget 
the  power  of  the  humble  testimonies  borne  by  the  missionaries  who  brought 
them  the  gospel.  And  no  missionary  will  deny  that  the  Spirit  of  God 
directs  his  servants. 

The  challenge  then,  is  that  every  member  of  the  Church  be  spiritually 
prepared  to  bear  his  testimony  with  the  power  and  humility  that  comes 
through  speaking  with  the  Spirit.  Every  member  should  be  prepared  to 
receive  and  to  follow  the  promptings  of  the  Holy  Ghost  in  sharing  the 
gospel  with  his  neighbours.  This  then,  is  spiritual  preparation  for  missionary 
work. 

Intellectual  preparation  comes  as  the  missionary  aquaints  himself  with 
the  Lord's  program.  The  Lord  has  set  down  certain  instructions  which 
he  expects  all  his  missionaries  to  follow.  The  Lord  knows  his  sheep.  He 
understands  their  needs.  He  is  fully  aware  of  what  each  of  His  children 
need  to  be  brought  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth.  Moreover  He  has  in- 
corporated this  understanding  into  His  missionary  program.  Therefore  the 
Lord  said :  "Let  every  man  learn  his  duty  ..." 

The  program  that  the  Lord  expects  His  "member  missionaries"  to 
follow  is  a  simple  one.  First  of  all  He  expects  every  member  of  His 
church  to  keep  the  commandments  and  to  lead  an  exemplary  life.  This 
is  the  reason  he  said :  "Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men  ..."  Many 
people  have  become  interested  in  the  Church  because  of  an  example  set  by 
a  Mormon  friend.  The  power  of  such  examples  is  inexplicable. 

Missionary  work,  in  part,  is  creating  friendships.  To  sincerely  love 
ones  neighbour  is  the  "Share  the  Gospel  Program"  in  its  simplest  and  most 
powerful  form.  The  member  missionary's  first  responsibility  in  following 
the  Lord's  program  is  to  set  the  proper  example  and  to  create  lasting 
friendships. 

Leaders  of  the  Church  have  pointed  out  that  every  member  should 
take  full  advantage  of  every  honorable  opportunity  to  share  the  gospel 
with  others.  If  the  member  missionary  is  tuned  in,  the  Lord  will  provide 
many  such  opportunities. 

There  are  times,  however,  when  one  can  create  an  opportunity  to 
share  the  gospel.  This  can  be  done  in  many  different  ways.  A  well  placed 
Mormon  Story  or  a  large  illustrated  Book  of  Mormon  may  induce  a 
visitor  to  a  member's  home  to  ask  about  the  Church.  An  alert  member 
missionary  will  take  full  advantage  of  the  questions  that  might  be  asked  by 
his  contact;  for  instance,  if  a  contact  were  to  ask  about  Salt  Lake  City, 
the  member  could  turn  to  the  pictures  of  Salt  Lake  City  in  the  Mormon

Story  and  let  his  friend  discover  the  answer  for  himself.  As  the  member 
missionary  turns  to  the  desired  page,  he  should  let  his  friend's  eyes  wander 
over  the  many  other  illustrations  in  the  book,  thus  expanding  his  contact's 
interest.  The  well  timed  "Would  you  like  to  know  more?"  is  the  next 
step. 

This  same  procedure  could  be  used  for  any  of  the  gospel  doctrines  or 
interesting  sidelights  connected  with  Mormonism.  When  a  friend  asks 
about  the  Book  of  Mormon  a  member  missionary  should  have  one  on 
hand  to  lend  him.  A  large  illustrated  Book  of  Mormon  might  instil  addi- 
tional interest.  Such  missionary  tools  have  been  proven  very  successful  by 
the  proselyting  missionaries.  Member  missionaries  would  do  well  to  incor- 
porate them  into  their  program  of  missionary  work.  When  using  such 
tools  it  is  not  intended  that  the  member  missionary  "preach"  to  his  contact, 
but  rather  that  he  instil  a  spark  of  interest  so  that  the  proselyting  missiona- 
ries can  teach  the  investigator. 

After  the  member  has  made  the  contact,  used  the  proper  approach, 
and  asked  the  golden  questions,  the  next  step  is  to  notify  the  missionaries. 
This  can  be  done  by  filling  out  the  new  "Share  the  Gospel"  card.  The 
card  should  be  filled  out  completely.  On  the  card  there  is  space  for  the 
member  missionary  to  pass  on  any  special  instructions  that  we  might  have 
for  the  missionary  elders.  The  member  should  be  sure  to  indicate  what  his 
own  "follow  up"  will  be.  The  effectiveness  of  the  various  follow  up  pro- 
grams has  been  explained  by  President  J.  Golden  Snow  in  an  article  in  the 
October  issue  of  the  CSM.  Every  member  missionary  should  be  familiar 
with  the  article.  (Additional  copies  of  that  article  can  be  obtained  by 
writing  the  Mission  Home  in  care  of  the  CSM  editor.) 

In  sharing  the  gospel  with  his  friends  and  neighbours  a  member  mis- 
sionary should : 

1.  Set  an  example  and  create  a  friendship. 

2.  Pray  for  the  right  opportunity  and  "be  prepared"  when  it  comes. 

3.  Use  a  sincere  and  tactful  approach  and  ask  the  'golden  questions." 

4.  Notify  the  missionaries  and  "follow  up". 

Missionary  work  is  demanding,  but  the  rewards  are  great.  The  mem- 
ber missionary's  objective  is  to  interest  his  associates  in  the  gospel;  the 
proselyting  missionary's  objective  is  to  teach  and  preach  the  gospel. 
Working  together  both  sets  of  missionaries  will  bring  many  souls  into  the 
kingdom. 

In  sharing  the  joys  of  the  gospel  both  sets  of  missionaries  will  need 
to  use  wisdom  and  tact.  "Share  the  Gospel"  contacts  are  friends  and  must 
remain  friends  even  if  they  do  not  accept  the  gospel.  The  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  will  have  to  be  the  missionaries'  guide.  And  it  will  be  if  all  are 
"prepared"  and  fill  their  callings  as  the  Lord  expects  them  to.  RBM

ONE  CONVERT  PER  YEAR 

(Excerpts  from  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood  Page  of  the  Improvement  Era)* 


EVERY  man  who  holds  the  Mel- 
chizedek Priesthood  has  both 
a  special  privilege  and  a  solemn 
obligation  where  the  great  mission- 
ary program  of  the  Church  is  con- 
cerned. 

As  the  Lord's  agents — as  brethren 
who  hold  a  commission  from  him 
to  act  in  his  name  for  the  salva- 
tion of  men— what  is  our  missionary 
obligation? 

It  is  well  known  that  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Church,  old  and  young, 
male  and  female,  priesthood-holder 
or  not,  has  an  obligation  to  preach 
the  pospel  and  try  to  bring  others 
into  the  Church.  "...  it  becometh 
every  man  who  hath  been  warned 
to  warn  his  neighbour."  (D  &  C 
88:81) 

In  the  waters  of  baptism  every 
new  convert  assumes  a  contractual 
obligation  to  do  certain  things  as  a 
prelude  to  the  receipt  of  the  Lord's 
blessings.  Where  missionary  work 
is  concerned,  the  language  of  the 
baptismal  covenant  stipulates : 
"...  stand  as  witnesses  of  God  at 
all  times  and  in  all  things,  and  in 
all  places  that  ye  may  be  in,  even 
until  death,  that  ye  may  be  redeem- 
ed of  God,  and  be  numbered  with 
those  of  the  first  resurrection,  that 
ye  may  have  eternal  life."  (Mosiah 
18  :  9) 

President  David  O.  McKay  sug- 
gested in  a  recent  general  conference 
that  every  member  of  the  Church 
should  make  a  convert  to  the 
Church  each  year. 

Such  a  course  of  missionary  en- 
deavour requires  no  special  call, 
appointment,      or      setting      apart. 


Church  members  automatically  have 
the  obligation  to  tell  the  message  of 
the   restoration   to   others. 

Because  they  are  baptized  mem- 
bers of  the  Church,  priesthood 
bearers  have  this  basic  standing  ob- 
ligation to  do  missionary  work  in 
an  unofficial  way  and  without  spe- 
cial appointment.  But  in  addition, 
because  they  do  hold  the  priesthood 
and  are  the  Lord's  agents,  they 
have  a  special  responsibility  where 
the  official,  organized  missionary 
work  of  the  Church  is  concerned. 

Now,  where  do  priesthood  quo- 
rums fit  into  this  great  missionary 
program?  And  what  should  they 
do  to  hasten  its  effective  and  glo- 
rious accomplishment? 

Among  other  things,  every  Mel- 
chizedek Priesthood  quorum  — 
elder,  seventy,  and  high  priest  — 
should  have  an  affirmative,  well- 
organized  quorum  program  cover- 
ing at  least  the  following  matters  : 

1.  Train  quorum  members  for 
effective  service  in  stake  and 
foreign   missions. 

2.  Supply  labourers  in  the  vine- 
yard. 

3.  Provide  financial  assistance 
where  needed. 

Undertake  a  project  to  create 
a  missionary  spirit  and  con- 
sciousness among  the  Saints 
generally. 

Assist  in  fellowshipping  new 
converts. 

6.    Actively    assist    those    on    mis- 
sions.

UNCERTAIN 
DECISIONS

A  YOUNG  man  once  decided  to 
•£*•  go  to  the  university.  He  had 
always  excelled  in  sports  at  school, 
and  had  done  reasonable  well  at 
school.  His  parents  wanted  him  to 
go  to  the  university  and  they  had 
sufficient  funds  to  send  him  there 
and  most  of  his  pals  were  either 
going  or  had  expressed  a  wish  to 
attend. 

Having  taken  the  decision  to 
attend  a  University  and  having  re- 
ceived his  parent's  approval,  the 
next  step  was  to  apply  for  regis- 
tration —  and  of  course  to  pass 
the  entrance  exam.  He  knew  that 
with  reasonable  application  he 
would  get  through  the  entrance 
exam,  and  he  did. 

But  what  was  he  going  to  do 
there?  What  did  he  want  to  be- 
come? He  had  to  decide  this  in  the 
short  period  before  the  final  date 
for  applications  for  registration.  In 
order  to  establish  his  field  of  study 
he  needed  to  know  rather  a  lot  of 
things. 

He  had  to  know  himself  —  his 
likes,  abilities,  his  purpose  in  life. 
He  had  to  know  which  job  he  was 
best  suited  for — or  more  particu- 
larly, which  job  he  would  be  most 
happy  to  do — year  in  and  year  out. 
He  would  have  to  know  which  de- 
gree would  best  equip  him  for  this 
job.  How  could  he  establish  this  in- 
formation? Well,  it  seemed  the  only 


people  he  could  rely  upon  were  his 
parents,  his  teachers,  his  friends, 
and   his  own  taste   and   experience. 

If  you  examine  the  situation 
closely,  I  think  you  will  find  that 
none  of  these  persons  —  parents, 
teachers,  friends  nor  even  he  him- 
self— were  in  a  good  position  to 
guide  him.  How  could  they  know, 
at  his  age,  the  best  job  for  him? 
He  would  only  commence  the  job 
after  university  and  what  a  long 
range  decision  this  would  be.  Both 
he,  and  the  persons,  he  consulted 
knew  they  had  to  guess  and  hope 
for  the  best  in  this  situation.  Re- 
member, if  he  took  the  wrong  deci- 
sion at  this  time,  it  could  affect  his 
whole  life  —  perhaps  he  would 
have  to  spend  the  rest  of  his  life 
doing  a  job  that  he  did  not  parti- 
cularly like. 

What  did  this  fellow  do?  He 
chose  an  occupation,  and  primarily 
because,  when  he  asked  his  parents, 
teachers  or  friends,  they  replied 
"Well  I  don't  know — what  would 
you  like  to  do?" 

He  chose  engineering  as  his  field 
because  he  had  done  quite  well  in 
mathematics  at  school,  he  felt  that 
he  would  not  be  confined  to  a 
'desk  job',  and  he  knew  that  engi- 
neers earned  a  lot  of  money.  But 
mostly — he  knew  that  engineering 
was  socially  acceptable.  It  would 
give  him  the  right  kind  of  status  in 
his  community.  His  friends  —  par- 
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ticularly  his  girl  friend  —  were  im- 
pressed with  the  idea. 

Of  course,  the  only  way  he  could 
find  out  just  what  it  was  like  to 
be  an  engineer,  would  involve  work- 
ing in  an  engineer's  office  and  do- 
ing the  engineer's  job.  This,  of 
course,  was  well  nigh  impossible. 

But  then,  everybody  had  his  own 
peculiar  uncertain  decisions  to  make 
in  life  and  he  wasn't  afraid:  he 
would  make  the  decision  and  then 
see  what  happened. 

The  choice  of  friends,  of  recrea- 
tion, of  jobs — almost  any  and  every 
choice  you  or  I  care  to  make — if  it 
is  important,  involves  uncertainty. 
We  are  taking  a  chance  when  we 
make  most  decisions  in  our  lives, 
unless  these  decisions  are  guided 
by  our  Heavenly  Father.  Our  Hea- 
venly Father  has  a  knowledge  of 
you  and  I  which  was  compiled  in  the 
pre-existence.  He  knows  each  one 
of  us  better  than  we  know  our- 
selves and  better  than  any  other  per- 
son on  this  earth  knows  us.  He  is 
in  the  very  best  position  to  guide 
us  and  He  is  on  our  side.  He  loves 
us.  Just  how  much  he  loves  us  can 
only  be  discovered  in  prayer,  but 
it  is  probably  more  than  we  are 
capable  of  understanding  in  this 
life. 

Brothers  and  Sisters,  remember 
Satan  also  knows  us.  He  was  also 
able  to  observe  each  one  of  us  in 
the  pre-existence.  However,  he  does 
not  have  our  welfare  at  heart.  He 
knows  that  if  he  can  lead  us  astray 
in  such  a  way  that  we  do  not  notice 
that  we  are  going  astray,  then  he 
will  draw  us  into  his  influence  and 
we  will  enjoy  doing  the  things  that 
are  characteristic  of  his  adminis- 
tration. 

What  should  our  young  friend 
have  done?  How  can  any  young 
man  overcome  the  tremendous  un- 
certainty involved  in  choosing  his 
life's  work?  I  think  there  is  only 
one  answer :  he  must  pray.  He 
must  develop  his  communication 
with  our  Heavenly  Father,  he  must 
heed  the  promptings  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.  This  is  the  only  way  to 
avoid  self-deception  and  having 
avoided  self-deception,  there  will  be 
no  need  to  deceive  others. 

A  boy  enters  manhood  and  in  so 
doing     becomes    the     pilot     of    his 


life;  he  no  longer  permits  his 
parents  or  his  teachers  to  direct 
him.  He,  like  a  young  colt  feeling 
the  breeze  in  his  coat  and  the 
freedom  of  the  prairie,  takes  the 
bit  in  his  mouth  and  lets  the  ener- 
gy surge  to  his  muscles  and  gallops 
gaily  on.  The  joys  of  freedom,  self- 
direction,  free  agency,  are  mani- 
fest in  all  his  actions. 

However,  as  he  gallops  on 
through  life  feeling  the  strength  of 
his  newly  acquired  manhood,  ex- 
perimenting, trying  out  his  physical 
and  mental  capabilities,  his  youth- 
ful enthusiasm  taking  him  gaily 
over  the  obstacles  with  which  the 
more  mature  neighbours  seem  to 
be  struggling,  so  the  prairie  begins 
to  have  form,  to  acquire  bounda- 
ries, and  little  by  little  he  acquires 
a  knowledge  of  the  true  nature  of 
the  environment  in  which  his  eager 
powers  are  to  be  spent. 

We  have  all  experienced  the  joys 
of  independence,  the  wonder  of 
proving  our  newly  found  strength 
and  reasoning  ability,  and  at  about 
the  time  we  are  proving  to  our 
friends,  our  boyfriends  or  our  girl- 
friends and  particularly  our  parents 
that  we  consider  ourselves  to  be 
adults  and  thus  capable  of  running 
our  own  lives,  then  we  begin  to 
realize  that  these  people  expect 
certain  accomplishments  from  us. 
They  expect  us  to  demonstrate  that 
the  physical  and  mental  powers  so 
recently  acquired  by  ourselves 
should  be  directed  towards  the  com- 
monly accepted  criteria  for  success. 
We  realize  that  we  are  expected  to 
study,  to  pass  exams,  to  be  tidy, 
good  looking  individuals  that  will 
conform  to  a  pattern  of  living  pre- 
scribed by  do's  and  don'ts. 

These  do's  and  don'ts  are  very 
detailed  and  far  reaching.  They 
control  what  we  eat,  how  we  eat, 
what  we  wear,  how  we  wear  it, 
who  we  should  associate  with  and 
how  we  are  to  conduct  ourselves 
in  the  company  of  these  associates. 
Oh,  how  very  restrictive  these  things 
seem  to  be  to  the  fledgling  entering 
society  for  the  first  time.  Coupled 
with  these  prescribed  restrictions 
comes  the  sudden  awareness  that 
boys  have  of  girls  and  girls  of 
boys,  the  inevitable  emotional  dis- 
turbances that  result  from  such  an 
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awareness.  And  so,  having  started 
with  a  clear  slate,  a  sense  of  free- 
dom, an  awareness  of  our  own 
developing  powers  and  the  joy  of 
freedom  of  action,  we  suddenly 
become  aware  of  the  restrictions 
which  our  fellow  men  and  fellow 
women  would  impose  on  us. 

This  is  the  point  where  each  of 
us  requires  a  knowledge  of  the  pur- 
pose of  life :  why  are  we  here, 
where  have  we  come  from,  where 
are  we  going  to.  It  is  at  this  point 
that  we  need  to  give  direction  to 
our  lives.  Our  main  objectives 
should  be  decided  at  this  time, 
because  our  main  objectives 
will  determine  our  subsidiary  or 
smaller  objectives  and  these  smaller 
objectives  will  determine  just  how 
you  and  I  spend  our  time.  Are  we 
going  to  waste  these  newly  found 
powers,  waste  the  tremendous  ener- 
gy and  dormant  enthusiasm,  the 
principal  characteristic  of  our  youth, 
or  are  we  going  to  use  this  power, 
this  God-given  ability  in  the  best 
possible  way?  What  is  the  best 
possible  way?  Is  the  best  possible 
way  going  to  be  fun?  Will  we  get 
any  joy  out  of  the  best  possible 
way?  Are  the  do's  and  don'ts  of 
our  brethren  the  best  possible  way? 

Perhaps  at  this  time  we  should 
realize  that  young  men  and  young 
women  like  to  aim  high.  Their  tar- 
get is  the  product  of  hope,  tremen- 
dous hope;  they  want  happiness — 
although  they  do  not  always  know 
that  this  is  what  they  want.  Our 
society  tends  to  provide  circumstan- 
cial  evidence  that  personal  achieve- 
ment denotes  happiness.  To  be 
happy  implies  society — we  have  to 
be  firemen,  pilots,  accountants  or 
engineers.  We  must  be  well  dressed 
and  run  a  car.  We  must  have  a 
house  in  a  fashionable   suburb. 

But  do  these  things  provide  hap- 
piness? It  appears  to  me  that  most 
of  us  set  our  targets,  our  goals  in 
terms  of  the  position,  the  house,  or 
the  car  that  we  hope  to  have. 

However,  there  is  evidence  avail- 
able in  our  midst  that  the  target 
we  should  go  for  is  bigger  than 
this.  There  is  a  target  more  meaning- 
ful to  our  young  men  and  young 
women  than  being  an  engineer, 
having  a  house  in  a  fashionable 
suburb  or  having  a  fancy  car.  This 
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target  is  concerned  with  the  purpose 
of  life  itself. 

Briefly,  this  target  is  that  you  are 
made  in  the  image  of  your  Heaven- 
ly Father;  your  Heavenly  Father 
knows  you  very  well  and  loves  you 
more  than  you  are  at  this  moment 
in  your  life  able  to  realize  or  to 
imagine.  Your  Heavenly  Father  has 
a  great  plan  prepared  for  you — he 
showed  you  this  plan  before  you 
came  here.  You  will  spend  but  a 
tiny  portion  of  your  time  here — you 
have  already  spent  a  much,  much 
longer  time  with  your  Heavenly 
Father  before  coming  here.  But 
your  time  here  is  very  important. 
During  this  time  your  Heavenly 
Father  has  made  you  perfectly  free : 
free  to  think  as  you  will,  free  to 
do  as  you  like.  But,  if  you  are  in 
doubt  as  to  what  you  should  do 
and  how  you  should  spend  your 
time,  He  has  provided  a  plan  for 
you  here.  He  has  provided  a  means 
which  enables  you  to  consult  Him 
so  that  you  may  receive  personal 
instruction  and  personal  guidance 
from  Him  at  any  time.  And  He 
loves  you.  There  is  nothing  surer 
but  that  He  loves  you  more  than  it 
is  easy  to  comprehend — your  know- 
ledge, your  imagination  cannot  pre- 
scribe the  greatness  of  His  love  for 
you. 

Now,  if  in  His  love  He  has  pre- 
pared a  plan  for  you  and  if  He 
is    prepared    to    communicate    this 


plan  to  you— both  the  broad  out- 
line of  the  plan  so  you  can  sec  the 
way  you  are  to  develop  from  stage 
to  stage,  and  also  the  tiny  details  of 
the  plan  so  that  from  day  to  day 
and  hour  to  hour  you  can  be  guided 
and  continue  to  direct  your  life 
according  to  the  plan  —  if  these 
things  are  true,  then  surely  every 
young  man  and  every  young 
woman  can  obtain  the  perfect  blue- 
print, the  perfect  plan  for  their 
lives.  A  plan  prepared  by  the  most 
wonderful  architect,  our  Heavenly 
Father,  who  has  our  interest,  our 
welfare  as  His  great  objective.  So, 
if  this  plan  exists,  it  will  offer  you 
and  I  the  ultimate  in  achievement 
and  happiness  to  be  obtained  in  our 
lifespan  and  it  will  be  directed  by 
our  Heavenly  Father  in  a  spirit  of 
love. 

Surely,  if  this  plan  exists  then  all 
things  we  do  in  this  life  can  be  re- 
lated to  the  plan.  Our  yearly  objec- 
tives and  our  daily  objectives  could 
be  derived  from  this  plan. 

I  would  like  to  bear  my  testimony 
that  a  plan  does  indeed  exist.  That 
our  Heavenly  Father  prepared  this 
plan  and  His  only  begotten  Son, 
Jesus  the  Christ,  was  born  on  this 
earth  and  lived  a  perfect  life  here 
in  pursuance  of  this  plan.  As  Jesus 
was  guided  from  day  to  day  in  pur- 
suance of  the  plan — so  we  may  be 
also.

From  the  President's  File 

Cottage  Meeting  Policy  Restated 

A  S  regards  to  meetings  which  are  held  in  the  homes  of  members  for 
-£*  the  purpose  of  having  missionaries  present  the  gospel  to  friends. 
President  Snow  has  asked  that  we  emphasise  the  following  important 
points: — 

1.  Refreshments,  if  any,  should  be  served  before  the  missionary  pre- 
sentation and  not  afterwards,  because  refreshments  will  destroy  the 
spirit   created   by   the   missionary  presentation. 

2.  The  missionary  should  be  left  to  answer  questions,  rather  than  the 
members,  for  they  have  been  specially  called  to  proselyte  the  gospel 
and  are  thus  better  equipped  to  do  so. 

3.  Visiting  friends  should  leave  member's  home  with  the  departing 
missionaries  in  order  that  the  evening  end  on  a  high  note. 

4.  The  meeting  itself  should  last  no  longer  than  45-60  minutes  and 
should   not   dissolve   into   a  social  evening.
